wheat  and  flour 

The  fulfillment  of  war  requirements 
and  requirements  for  the  defense  of  the 
United  States  has  resulted  in  a  short- 
age in  the  supply  of  wheat  and  wheat 
products  for  defense,  for  private  account, 
and  for  export,  and  the  following  order 
is  deemed  necessary  and  appropriate  in 
the  public  interest  and  to  promote  the 
national  defense: 

§  1468.13  Distribution  and  use  of 
wheat  and  flour — (a)  Definitions.  (1) 
"Wheat"  means  any  grain  which,  before 
the  removal  of  dockage,  consists  of  50 
percent  or  more  of  wheat  and  not  more 
than  10  percent  of  other  grains  for  which 
standards  Tiave  been  established  under 
the  provisions  of  the  United  States  Grain 
Standards  Act  (7  U.S.C.  71-87),  and 
which,  after  the  removal  of  dockage, 
contains  not  more  than  50  percent  of 
broken  kernels  of  grain  of  any  size. 
"Wheat"  shall  not  include  emmer,  spelt, 
einkorn,  Polish  wheat,  and  poulard 
wheat. 

(2)  "Flour" means  (i)  flour  from  wheat, 
(ii)  farina,  or  (iii)  semolina,  as  defined 
in  paragraphs  (6),  (13)  and  (15)  of 
section  16  (a)  of  Revised  Maximum 
Price  Regulation  No.  296  of  the  Office 
of  Price  Administration,  as  amended,  or 
as  it  may  be  amended  or  revised  from 
time  to  time. 

(3)  "Mixed  feed"  means  any  feed  man- 
ufactured for  sale  for  the  feeding  of  live- 
stock or  poultry. 

(4)  "Excess  wheat"  means  all  wheat 
in  the  inventory  of  a  merchandiser  or 
country  shipper,  over  and  above  the 
quantity  needed  to  make  deliveries  on 
(i)  export  sales  approved  as  provided 
in  paragraph  <m)  hereof,  and  (ii)  or- 
ders from  millers  or  mixed  feed  manu- 
facturers who  furnish  45-day  inventory 
certificates  as  required  by  paragraph 
'k)  hereof. 

(5)  "Merchandiser"  means  any  per- 
son, other  than  a  country  shipper,  who 
buys  and  sells  wheat  on  his  own  ac- 
count. 

(6 )  "Country  shipper"  means  any  per- 
son who,  at  places  other  than  terminal 
markets,  is  engaged  in  the  business  of 
purchasing  wheat  directly  from  farmers 
and  storing  and  selling  the  same. 

(7)  "Distributor"  means  any  person, 
including  a  blender,  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness of  buying  and  selling  flour  on  his 
own  account. 

<8>  "Miller"  means  any  person  en- 
gaged in  the  commercial  manufacture 
of  flour. 

(9)  "Mixed  feed  manufacturer" 
means  any  person  engaged  in  the  com- 
mercial manufacture  of  mixed  feed. 

'10)  "Food  manufacturer"  means  any 
person,  other  than  a  brewer  or  a  distiller, 
who  uses  wheat  or  flour  in  the  commer- 
cial manufacture  of  edible  products  for 
human  consumption,  and  includes  but  is 
not  limited  to  bakers,  breakfast  food 
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manufacturers,  and  manufacturers  of 
spaghetti,  macaroni,  and  similar  prod- 
ucts. 

(11)  "Inventory"  means  the  total 
quantity  of  wheat  or  flour,  as  the  case 
may  be,  owned  and  held  in  store, 
wherever  located. 

(12)  "Average  daily  grind"  means  the 
total  grind  for  the  90  calendar  days,  in- 
cluding Sundays  and  holidays,  imme- 
diately preceding  the  date  of  issuance  of 
this  order,  divided  by  90. 

'13)  "Director"  means  the  Director, 
Grain  Branch,  Production  and  Market- 
ing Administration,  serving  the  Wheat 
Loan  Program  :u^a  in  which  the  affected 
person  is  located. 

(14)  "Person"  means  any  individual, 
partnership,  association,  business  trust, 
corporation,  or  any  organized  group  of 
persons  whether  incorporated  or  not. 

(15)  "Assistant  Administrator"  means 
the  Assistant  Administrator,  for  regula- 
tory and  marketing  service  work,  Produc- 
tion and  Marketing  Administration, 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

(b)  Use  of  wheat  in  mixed  feeds.  (1) 
No  mixed  feed  manufacturer  shall,  dur- 
ing the  remainder  of  February  and  the 
calendar  months  indicated  below,  use 
wheat  in  the  manufacture  of  mixed  feeds, 
including  grain  ba^e  mixes,  at  a  rate  in 
excess  of  the  following  percentages  of 
the  monthly  average  quantity  of  wheat 
so  used  during  the  period  December  1, 
1945,  to  January  31,  1946: 

Month  Percentage 

February  and  March  1946   75 

April  1946   70 

May  1946   S5 

June  and  following  months  1946   60 

(2)  No  person  shall  use  wheat  in  any 
f<  rm  in  making  any  mixture  of  grains 
for  sale  as  an  ingredient  in  the  manu- 
facture of  mixed  feed. 

(c)  Use  of  flour  in  mixed  feed.  No 
person  shall  use  flour  in  the  manufacture 
of  mixed  feed  unless  such  flour  is  unfit 
for  human  consumption. 

<d>  Preference  orders.  Any  miller 
who  has  less  than  a  21-day  inventory 
of  wheat  based  upon  average  daily  grind, 
and  any  mixed  feed  manufacturer  who 
has  less  than  a  21-day  inventory  of  wheat 
based  upon  authorized  use  under  para- 
graph (b>  (1)  hereof,  may  issue  a  writ- 
ten order  which  shall  entitle  him  to  pre- 
ferred delivery  as  hereinafter  provided. 
A  preference  order  may  be  issued  for  a 
quantity  of  wheat  not  to  exceed  the 
greater  of  the  following  quantities:  (1) 
One  carload  lot,  or  (2)  a  quantity  nec- 
essary to  bring  the  issuing  person's  in- 
ventory of  wheat  up  to  a  30-day  supply 
based  upon  average  daily  grind  in  the 
case  of  a  miller,  or  authorized  use  under 
paragraph  (b)  (1)  in  the  case  of  a  mixed 
feed  manufacturer.  The  issuing  person 
shall  name  his  supplier  upon  the  face 
of  the  order  or  state  that  he  does  not 
know  of  any  specific  supplier  who  can 
furnish  the  necessary  amount  of  wheat. 
All  preference  orders  shall  be  forwarded 
for  approval  to  the  Director  who  shall, 
in  accordance  with  the  issuing  person's 
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directions,  transmit  the  preference  or- 
der for  execution  or  return  the  same  to 
the  issuing  person.  Total  preference  or- 
ders outstanding  at  any  one  time  in  favor 
of  the  same  issuing  person  shall  not  ex- 
ceed the  greater  of  the  quantities  speci- 
fied under  <1)  or  (2)  above.  A  prefer- 
ence order  shall  have  incorporated 
therein  or  attached  thereto  a  certificate 
in  the  following  form:

Any  merchandiser  who  received  a  prefer- 
ence order  may  transmit  or  pass  the  same 
on  to  his  supplier.  All  preference  orders 
shall  be  honored  by  merchandisers  and 
country  shippers  in  the  following  man- 
ner: 

(1)  No  merchandiser  or  country 
shipper  shall  use  excess  wheat  except  to 
fill  preference  orders,  provided  that  ex- 
cess wheat  may  be  delivered  *o  the  Com- 
modity Credit  Corporation  pursuant  to 
offers  made  under  paragraph  (e)  hereof. 

(2)  No  merchandiser  or  country 
shipper  who  owns  or  acquires  excess 
wheat  shall  deliver  any  wheat  on  other 
than  preference  orders  unless  and  until 
he  has  filled  or  offered  to  fill  all  prefer- 
ence orders  received  by  him  up  to  the 
quantity  of  excess  wheat  on  hand.  It 
is  the  intent  of  this  provision  that  pref- 
erence orders  shall  be  filled  ahead  of  con- 
tracts regardless  of  the  delivery  date  of 
such  contracts,  as  long  as  the  merchanr 
diser  or  country  shipper  has  excess  wheat 
on  hand. 

(3)  All  merchandisers  and  country 
shippers  shall,  as  shipping  facilities  be- 
come available,  fill  preference  orders  in 
the  order  in  which  received.  All  un- 
filled preference  orders  carried  over  from 
any  previous  week  shall  take  priority  over 
those  received  during  subsequent  weeks: 
Provided,  however,  That  the  provisions 
of  this  paragraph  (d)  (3)  shad  be  sub- 
ject to  any  regulations  or  orders  now  in 
effect  or  which  may  hereafter  be  issued 
with  respect  to  shipping  priorities  for 
export  wheat,  whether  for  private  ac- 
count or  for  the  account  of  the  Com- 
modity Credit  Corporation. 

(e)  Offers  of  excess  wheat  to  Commod- 
ity Credit  Corporation.  All  excess  wheat 
Which  a  merchandiser  or  country  shipper 
has  on  hand  as  of  the  close  of  market 
each  week,  for  which  such  merchandiser 
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or  country  shipper  does  not  have  prefer- 
ence orders,  shall  beginning  March  2  be 
offered  to  the  Director  before  noon  of  the 
following  Monday  for  sale  and  delivery 
to  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation.  A 
country  shipper  offering  such  wheat  may 
indicate  the  merchandiser  through  whom 
he  desires  the  transaction  to  be  handled. 
All  excess  wheat  so  offered  which  has  not 
been  accepted  within  2  days  from  the 
time  of  such  offer  shall  continue  to  be 
held  by  the  merchandiser  or  country 
shipper  as  excess  wheat. 

(f)  Millers'  and  mixed  feed  manufac- 
turers' wheat  inventories.  No  miller  or 
mixed  feed  manufacturer  shall  accept 
delivery  of  wheat  in  any  quantity  which 
will  cause  his  inventory  of  wheat,  plus 
all  quantities  thereof  bought  to  arrive 
or  with  respect  to  which  he  has  a  con- 
tract to  purchase,  to  exceed  a  45-day 
supply  based  upon  average  daily  grind 
in  the  case  of  a  miller  or  authorized  use 
under  paragraph  (b)  (1)  hereof  in  the 
case  of  a  mixed  feed  manufacturer:  Pro- 
vided, however,  That  this  paragraph  (f) 
shall  not  apply  to  usual  or  customary 
sales  of  wheat  by  a  producer  thereof  who 
delivers  such  wheat  by  truck  directly  to 
a  mill  or  elevator  attached  thereto.  (See 
paragraphs  (a)  (4)  and  (e)) 

(g)  1946  Crop  wheat — Exemption. 
Wheat  of  the  1946  crop  shall  not  be  sub- 
ject to  any  restriction  under  this  order 
other  than  those  contained  in  paragraph 
U)  entitled  "Extraction  rate." 

(h)  Distributors'  flour  inventories.  No 
distributor  shall,  except  for  immediate 
resale  for  export,  accept  delivery  of  flour 
in  any  quantity  which  will  cause  his  in- 
ventory of  flour  to  exceed  a  30-day  sup- 
ply based  upon  his  average  monthly 
deliveries  of  flour  during  the  six  preced- 
ing calendar  months. 

(i)  Food  manufacturers'  wheat  and 
flour  inventories.  No  food  manufacturer 
shall  accept  delivery  of  wheat  or  flour  in 
any  quantity  which  will  cause  his  inven- 
tory of  wheat  or  flour,  respectively,  to 
exceed  his  average  monthly  use  of  wheat 
or  flour,  respectively,  during  1945. 

(j)  Inventory  exemption — Carload 
lots.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provi- 
sion of  this  order,  and  subject  to  the  cer- 
tificate requirement  contained  in  para- 
graph (k)  hereof,  any  person  whose 
inventory  of  wheat  or  flour  does  not 
exceed  the  quantity  permissible  under 
the  applicable  provision  of  this  order, 
may  accept  delivery  of  one  carload  lot. 

(k)  Inventory  certificates.  No  miller, 
mixed  feed  manufacturer,  merchandiser, 
or  food  manufacturer  shall  accept  deliv- 
ery of  wheat,  no  miller,  distributor,  or 
food  manufacturer  shall  accept  delivery 
of  flour,  and  no  person  shall  deliver  wheat 
to  a  miller,  mixed  feed  manufacturer, 
merchandiser,  or  food  manufacturer,  or 
flour  to  a  miller,  distributor,  or  food  man- 
ufacturer, unless,  at  or  before  the  time  of 
delivery,  the  person  who  accepts  delivery 
executes  and  furnishes  to  his  supplier- a 
certificate  in  the  following  form:  Pro- 
vided, however,  That  this  paragraph  (k) 
shall  not  apply  to  usual  or  customary 
sales  of  wheat  by  a  producer  thereof  who 
delivers  such  wheat  by  truck  directly  to 
a  mill  or  elevator  attached  thereto:

(1)  Extraction  rate.  Effective  March 
1,  1946,  no  miller  shall  produce  any  flour 
which  consists  of  less  than  80  percent  by 
weight  of  the  cleaned  wheat  from  which 
such  flour  is  produced. 

(m)  Export  of  wheat.  Any  person 
who  holds  wheat  for  export  or  who  pur- 
chases or  contracts  to  purchase  wheat 
for  export  shall,  prior  to  application  for 
an  export  license  or.  if  such  wheat  is  not 
at  a  port,  prior  to  shipment  to  a  port  for 
export,  first  offer  such  wheat  to  the 
Director  for  sale  and  delivery  to  the 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation.  Any 
wheat  offered  to  and  not  accepted  by 
the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  may 
be  exported  only  under  license  issued  by 
the  Office  of  International  Trade,  De- 
partment of  Commerce,  after  approval 
of  such  issuance  by  the  Director.  Any 
person  offering  wheat  may,  at  the  time 
such  offer  is  made,  authorize  the  Direc- 
tor or  the  Order  Administrator  to  ap- 
ply in  such  person's  behalf  to  the  Office 
of  International  Trade.  Department  of 
Commerce,  for  the  issuance  of  an  export 
license.  Any  wheat  so  offered  which  has

(n)  Transfers  between  branches  or 
departments.  The  transfer  of  wheat  or 
flour  between  units.  departments, 
branches,  plants,  or  companies  owned, 
controlled,  or  directed  by  the  same  per- 
son but  engaged  in  separate  activities 
as  merchandisers,  country  shippers,  mil- 
lers, distributors,  food  manufacturers,  or 
mixed  feed  manufacturers,  shall  consti- 
tute delivery  and  acceptance  of  delivery 
within  the  meaning  of  this  order. 

<o)  Records  and  reports.  <1>  Every 
miller  shall  on  or  before  February  28. 
1946,  mail  a  report  to  the  Director  show- 
ing his  average  daily  grind  as  defined  in 
paragraph  (a)  (12>  hereof. 

(2)  Every  mixed  feed  manufacturer 
shall,  or  on  before  February  28.  1946.  mail 
a  report  to  the  Director  showing  the 
monthly  average  quantity  of  wheat  used 
by  him  in  the  manufacture  of  mixed 
feed,  including  grain  base  mixes,  during 
the  period  December  I,  1945.  to  January 
I,  1946. 

(3)  Every  miller,  mixed  feed  manufac- 
turer, and  food  manufacturer  shall,  on 
or  before  February  28.  1946.  mail  a  report 
to  the  Director  showing  the  following  as 
of  the  effective  date  of  this  order:  (i) 
wheat  on  hand  on  the  premises  (mill  or 
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mill  elevator),  (ii)  wheat  stored  at  other 
places,  (iii)  wheat  under  contract  to 
purchase,  (iv)  wheat  in  transit,  and  (v> 
futures  contracts  for  wheat. 

(4)  All  certificates  executed  under  this 
order  shall  be  retained  for  at  least  two 
years  and  shall,  upon  request,  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Assistant  Administrator  for 
examination.  All  statements  contained 
in  such  certificates  shall  be  deemed  rep- 
resentations to  an  agency  of  the  United 
States.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to 
rely  upon  any  such  certificate  if  he  knows 
or  has  reasonable  cause  to  believe  it  to 
be  false. 

(5)  The  Assistant  Administrator  shall 
be  entitled  to  obtain  such  information 
from  and  require  such  reports  and  the 
keeping  of  such  records  by.  any  person, 
as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate,  in 
his  discretion,  to  the  enforcement  or  ad- 
ministration of  the  provisions  of  this 
order,  subject  to  approval  by  the  Bu- 
reau of  the  Budget  in  accordance  with 
the  Federal  Reports  Act  Df  1942. 

(6»  Every  person  subject  to  this  order 
shall,  for  at  least  two  years  or  for  such 
period  of  time  as  the  Assistant  Adminis- 
trator may  designate,  maintain  an  ac- 
curate record  of  his  milling  of  wheat, 
production  of  flour  or  mixed  feed,  and 
his  transactions  in  these  commodities. 

<p>  Existing  contracts.  The  restric- 
tions of  this  order  shall  be  observed  with- 
out regard  to  existing  contracts  or  any 
rights  accrued  or  payments  made  there- 
under. 

(q)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  As- 
sistant Administrator  shall  be  entitled 
to  make  such  audits  or  inspections  of  the 
books,  records  and  other  writings,  prem- 
ises, or  stocks  of  wheat  and  flour,  and  to 
make  such  investigations  as  may  be 
necessary  or  appropriate,  in  his  discre- 
tion, to  the  enforcement  or  administra- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  this  order. 

<r)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  or  unrea- 
sonable hardship  on  him  may  file  a  peti- 
tion for  relief  with  the  Order  Adminis- 
trator. Petitions  shall  be  in  writing  and 
shall  set  forth  all  pertinent  facts  and 
the  nature  of  the  relief  sought.  The 
Order  Administrator  may  take  any  ac- 
tion with  reference  to  such  petition 
which  is  consistent  with  the  authority 
delegated  to  him  by  the  Assistant  Ad- 
ministrator. If  the  petitioner  is  dis- 
satisfied with  the  action  taken  by  the 
Order  Administrator,  he  may.  by  re- 
quest addressed  to  the  Order  Adminis- 
trator, obtain  a  review  of  such  action 
by  the  Assistant  Administrator.  After 
said  review,  the  Assistant  Administrator 
may  take  such  action  as  he  deems  appro- 
priate, which  action  shall  be  final. 

(s)  Violations  Any  person  who  vio- 
lates any  provision  of  this  order  may.  in 
accordance  with  the  applicable  pro- 
cedure, be  prohibited  from  receiving,  de- 
livering, or  using  wheat  and  flour.  Any 
person  who  wilfully  violates  any  provi- 
sion of  this  order  is  guilty  of  a  crime  and 
may  be  prosecuted  under  any  and  all 
applicable  laws.  Civil  action  may  also 
be  instituted  to  enforce  any  liability  or 
duty  created  by.  or  to  enjoin  any  viola- 
tion of.  any  provision  of  this  order. 
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(t>  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  pow- 
ers vested  in  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture insofar  as  such  powers  relate  to 
the  administration  of  this  order,  are 
hereby  delegated  to  the  Assistant  Ad- 
ministrator. The  Assistant  Administra- 
tor is  authorized  to  redelegate  to  any 
employee  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  any  or  all  of  the  au- 
thority vested  in  him  by  this  order. 

(u)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 


munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
unless  otherwise  provided,  be  addressed 
to  the  Order  Administrator,  War  Food 
Order  No.  144,  Grain  Branch,  Production 
and  Marketing  Administration,  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Washington  25.  D.  C. 

(v)  Territorial  scope.  This  order  shall 
apply  within  the  48  States  and  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia. 

(w)  Effective  date.  Paragraph  (1)  of 
this  order,  entitled  "Extraction  rate", 
shall  become  effective  at  12:01  a.  m.,

§  1468.13  Distribution  and  use  of  wheat 
and  flour — (a)  Definitions.  (1)  "Wheat" 
means  any  grain  which,  before  the  re- 
moval of  dockage,  consists  of  50  percent 
or  more  of  wheat  and  not  more  than  10 
percent  of  other  grains  for  which 
standards  have  been  established  under 
the  provisions  of  the  United  States  Grain 
Standards  Act  (7  U.  S.  C.  71-87),  and 
which,  after  the  removal  of  dockage, 
contains  not  more  than  50  percent  of 
broken  kernels  of  grain  of  any  size. 
"Wheat"  shall  include  whole  wheat, 
ground  wheat,  cracked  wheat,  or  wheat 
in  any  other  form,  but  shall  not  include 
wheat  mill  feeds,  emmer,  spelt,  einkorn, 
Polish  wheat,  or  poulard  wheat. 

(2)  "Flour"  means  (i)  flour  from 
wheat,  (ii)  farina,  or  (iii)  semolina,  as 
defined  in  subparagraphs  (6),  (13),  and 
(15)  of  section  16  (a)  of  Revised  Maxi- 
mum Price  Regulation  No.  296  of  the  Of- 
fice of  Price  Administration,  as  amended, 
or  as  it  may  be  amended  or  revised  from 
time  to  time. 

(3)  "Mixed  feed"  means  any  feed 
manufactured  for  sale  for  the  feeding  of 
livestock  or  poultry. 

(4)  "Excess  wheat"  means  all  wheat 
in  the  inventory  of  a  merchandiser  or 
country  shipper,  over  and  above  that 
quantity  needed  to  make  deliveries  on 
(i)  orders  from  merchandisers  supported 
by  merchandisers'  certificates  issued 
under  paragraph  (e)  hereof,  (ii)  export 
sales  approved  as  provided  in  paragraph 
(m)  hereof,  and  (iii)  orders  from  millers, 
mixed  feed  manufacturers,  or  food 
manufacturers  who  furnish  supply  cer- 
tificates as  required  by  paragraph  (k) 
hereof,  including  all  supply  certificates 
accompanied  by  preference  orders  issued 
under  paragraph  (d). 

(5)  "Merchandiser"  means  any  per- 
son, other  than  a  country  shipper,  who 
buys  and  sells  wheat  on  his  own  account. 

(6)  "Country  shipper"  means  any  per- 
son who,  at  places  other  than  terminal 
markets,  is  engaged  in  the  business  of 
purchasing  wheat  directly  from  farmers 
and  storing  and  selling  the  same. 

(7)  "Distributor"  means  any  person, 
including  a  blender,  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness of  buying  and  selling  flour  on  his 
own  account,  except  retail  dealers  who 
customarily  handle  less  than  one  carload 
per  month. 

(8)  "Miller"  means  any  person  en- 
gaged in  the  commercial  manufacture  of 
flour. 

(9)  "Mixed  feed  manufacturer"  means 
any  person  engaged  in  the  commercial 
manufacture  of  mixed  feed. 

(10)  "Food  manufacturer"  means  any 
person,  other  than  a  brewer  or  distiller, 
who  uses  wheat  or  flour  in  the  commercial 
manufacture  of  edible  products  for  hu- 
man consumption,  and  includes  but  is 


not  limited  to,  bakers,  breakfast  food 
manufacturers,  and  manufacturers  of 
spaghetti,  macaroni,  and  similar  prod- 
ucts, excluding,  however,  any  food  manu- 
facturer as  defined  above  who  custom- 
arily uses  less  than  one  carload  of  wheat 
or  flour,  as  the  case  may  be,  per  month. 

(11)  "Inventory"  means  the  total 
quantity  of  wheat  or  flour  owned  by  any 
person,  whether  in  store  or  in  transit. 

(12)  "Average  daily  grind"  means  the 
total  grind  for  any  consecutive  90  day 
period  (including  Sundays  and  holidays) 
from  January  1,  1945,  to  February  14, 
1946,  both  inclusive,  divided  by  ninety.

(13)  "Wheat  mill  feeds'*  means  those 
by-products  usually  obtained  in  the  com- 
mercial process  of  flour  milling,  com- 
monly designated  as  wheat  bran,  wheat 
middlings,  wheat  shorts,  wheat  red  dog, 
bran  and  middlings  (mill  run  wheat 
feeds) ,  and  low  grade  feed  flour.

(2)  The  issuing  person  shall  forward 
the  supply  certificate  to  the  Director  for 
approval.  The  Director  shall  transmit 
the  certificate,  if  approved,  to  the  named 
supplier  for  execution. 

(3)  No  person  shall  deliver  wheat  to 
a  miller,  mixed  feed  manufacturer,  or 
food  manufacturer  unless,  at  or  before 
the  time  of  delivery,  the  person  making 
delivery  receives  a  supply  certificate  ap- 
proved by  the  Director  covering  the  full 
amount  of  wheat  delivered. 

(1)  Extraction  rate.  No  miller  shall 
produce  any  flour  which  consists  of  less 
than  80  percent  by  weight  of  the  cleaned 
wheat  from  which  such  flour  is  produced, 
Provided,  however,  That  farina  may  be 
produced  subject  to  the  following  re- 
quirements : 

(1)  The  quantity  of  farina  produced 
shall  not  exceed  5  percent  by  weight  of 
the  straight  run  of  flour  from  which  such 
farina  is  separated; 

(2)  The  weight  of  such  farina,  when 
added  to  the  weight  of  the  remainder  of 
the  flour  from  which  such  farina  was 
separated,  shall  equal  not  less  than  80 
percent  of  the  weight  of  the  cleaned 
wheat  from  which  such  products  were 
produced. 

(m)  Export  of  wheat.  Any  person 
who  holds  wheat  for  export  or  who  pur- 
chases or  contracts  to  purchase  wheat 
for  export  shall,  prior  to  application  for 
an  export  license,  or  if  such  wheat  is  not 
at  a  port,  prior  to  shipment  to  a  port  for 
export,  first  offer  such  wheat  to  the  Di- 
rector for  sale  and  delivery  to  the  Com- 
modity Credit  Corporation.  Any  wheat 
offered  to  and  not  accepted  by  the  Com- 
modity Credit  Corporation  may  be  ex- 
ported only  under  license  issued  by  the 
Office  of  International  Trade,  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce,  after  approval  of 
such  issuance  by  the  Order  Adminis- 
trator. Any  person  offering  wheat  may, 
at  the  time  such  offer  is  made,  author- 
ize the  Order  Administrator  to  apply  in 
such  person's  behalf  to  the  Office  of  In- 
ternational Trade,  Department  of  Com- 
merce, for  the  issuance  of  an  export 
license.  Any  wheat  so  offered  which  has 
not,  within  two  days  from  the  time  of 
such  offer,  either  been  accepted  by  the 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation  or  au- 
thorized for  export  as  above  provided, 
shall  remain  subject  to  all  the  provisions 
of  this  order. 

(n)  Sales  priorities:  Offers  of  excess 
wheat  to  Commodity  Credit  Corporation. 
(1)  Any  merchandiser  or  country  shipper 
who  owns  or  acquires  excess  wheat  shall 
sell  such  excess  wheat  against  prefer- 
ence orders  supported  by  supply  certifi- 
cates to  the  extent  that  such  excess  wheat 
is  available  at  the  time  that  a  preference 
order  is  received. 

(2)  Any  merchandiser  or  country  ship- 
per who  owns  or  acquires  excess  wheat 
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over  and  above  the  quantity  needed  to 
till  preference  orders  as  provided  in  para- 
graph in)  (1)  hereof  may  sell  such  ex- 
cess wheat  at  any  time  against  mer- 
chandisers' certificates  issued  under 
paragraph  ie>,  supply  certificates  issued 
under  paragraph  (k> .  or  approved  export 
orders  as  provided  in  paragiaph  (m). 

(3)  All  excess  wheat  which  a  merchan- 
diser or  country  shipper  has  on  hand  as 
of  the  close  of  market  each  week,  begin- 
ning with  the  week  ending  March  9.  1946, 
for  which  such  merchandiser  or  country 
shipper  does  not  have  preference  orders, 
shall  be  offered  to  the  Director  before 
noon  of  the  following  Monday  for  sale 
and  delivery  to  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.

All  priorities  shall  be 
determined  on  a  weekly  basis  and  all 
unfilled  orders  carried  over  from  previous 
weeks  shall  receive  priority,  in  the  order 
indicated  below,  over  those  received  dur- 
ing subsequent  weeks: 

(i>  First — Sales  to  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation,  in  the  order  in  which  re- 
ceived. 

<ii>  Second — Export  sales  authorized 
as  provided  under  paragraph  (m>  here- 
of, in  the  order  in  which  received. 

(hi)  Third — Orders  from  millers, 
mixed  feed  manufacturers,  or  food  man- 
ufacturers, when  covered  by  approved 
supply  certificates  as  provided  in  para- 
graph (k)  hereof,  in  the  order  in  which 
received. 

Provided,  however,  That  the  provisions 
of  this  paragraph  (o)  shall  be  subject  to 
any  regulations  or  orders  now  in  effect 
or  which  may  hereafter  be  issued  with 
respect  to  shipping  priorities  for  export 
wheat,  whether  for  private  account  or 
for  the  account  of  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation. 

(p)  Prohibited  deliveries  of  wheat  mill 
feeds  and  flour.  No  miller  shall  sell  or 
deliver  wheat  mill  feeds  to  any  person 
except  feeders  and  persons  regularly  en- 
gaged in  the  business  of  manufacturing 
or  distributing  feed,  nor  flour  to  any  per- 
son except  for  home  consumption  by  the 
recipient  thereof  or  to  a  person  regularly 
engaged  in  the  business  of  distributing 
flour  or  processing  it  into  other  products. 

(q )  Transfers  between  branches  or  de- 
partments.   The  transfer  of  wheat  or 


flour  between  units.  departments, 
branches,  plants,  or  companies  owned, 
controlled,  or  directed  by  the  same  per- 
son but  engaged  in  separate  activities  as 
merchandisers,  country  shippers,  mill- 
ers, distributors,  food  manufacturers,  or 
mixed  feed  manufacturers,  shall  consti- 
tute delivery  and  acceptance  of  delivery 
within  the  meaning  of  this  order.

Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 


considers  that  compliance  herewith  would 
work  an  exceptional  or  unreasonable 
hardship  on  him  may  file  a  petition  for 
relief  with  the  Order  Administrator. 
Petitions  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall 
set  forth  all  pertinent  facts  and  the 
nature  of  the  relief  sought.

Summary  to  WFO-144  Amendment  6 

Secretary  of  Agriculture  Clinton  P. 
Anderson  today  announced  six  actions 
designed  to  speed  up  and  increase  ship- 
ments of  food  grains  urgently  needed  to 
avert  famine  abroad.  "These  measures," 
he  said,  "are  taken  after  consultation 
with  the  Governments  of  Canada  and 
the  United  Kingdom,  in  which  it  was  in- 
dicated that  they  would  work  with  this 
nation  toward  the  two  common  objec- 
tives of  increasing  total  relief  shipments 
of  grain  promptly  and  giving  priority  to 
areas  abroad  most  urgently  in  need  of 
special  aid." 

The  six  measures  follow: 

1.  Millers  are  required  to  reduce  their 
production  of  flour  for  domestic  con- 
sumption to  75%  of  the  quantity  distri- 
buted domestically  in  the  corresponding 
months  of  1945,  under  an  amendment  to 
War  Food  Order  144  issued  today  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture.  In  addition 
to  making  more  wheat  available  for  ex- 
port, the  order  is  designed  10  bring  about 
more  equitable  distribution  of  wheat 
among  millers.

War  Food  Order  No.  144,  as  amended 
(11  P.  R.  2501,  3243, 3392, 4289,  4323,  4445, 
5644)  is  hereby  further  amended  to  read 
as  follows: 

(a)  Definitions.  (1)  "Wheat"  means 
any  grain  which,  before  the  removal  of 
dockage,  consists  of  50  percent  or  more 
of  wheat  and  not  more  than  10  percent 
of  other  grains  for  which  standards  have 
been  established  under  the  provisions  of 
the  United  States  Grain  Standards  A;t 
(7  U.S.C.  71-87)  and  which,  after  the  re- 
moval of  dockage,  contains  not  more 
than  50  percent  of  broken  kernels  of 
grain  of  any  size.  The  term  "wheat" 
includes  whole  wheat,  ground  wheat, 
cracked  wheat,  or  wheat  in  any  other 
form,  but  does  not  include  wheat  mill 
feeds,  emmer,  spelt,  einkorn,  Polish 
wheat,  or  poulard  wheat. 

(2)  "Flour"  means  <i)  flour  frcm 
wheat,  (ii)  farina,  or  (iii)  semolina,  as 
defined  in  subparagraphs  (6),  (13).  and 
(15)  of  section  16  (a)  of  Revised  Maxi- 
mum Price  Regulation  No.  296  of  the 
Office  of  Price  Administration,  as 
amended,  or  as  it  may  be  amended  or 
revised  from  time  to  time. 

(3)  "Mixed  feed"  means  any  feed 
manufactured  for  sale  for  the  feeding 
of  livestock  or  poultry. 

(4)  "Excess  wheat"  means  all  wheat 
in  the  inventory  of  a  merchandiser  or 
country  shipper,  over  and  above  the 
quantity  needed  to  make  deliveries  on 
export  sales  supported  by  export  licenses 
issued  by  the  Office  of  International 
Trade,  Department  of  Commerce,  or  on 
sales  supported  by  contracts  with  mer- 
chandisers, millers,  mixed  feed  manu- 
facturers, food  manufacturers,  or  feed- 
ers. 

(5)  "Wheat  mill  feeds"  means  those 
by-products  usually  obtained  in  the 
commercial  process  of  flour  milling, 
commonly  designated  as  wheat  bran, 
wheat  middlings,  wheat  shorts,  wheat 
red  dog.  bran  and  middlings  (mill  run 
wheat  feeds) ,  and  low  grade  feed  flour. 

(6)  "Merchandiser"  means  any  per- 
son, other  than  a  country  shipper  or 
trucker  merchant,  who  buys  and  sells 
wheat  on  his  own  account. 

(7)  "Trucker  merchant"  means  any 
person  who  purchases  wheat  from  pro- 
ducers and,  without  warehousing,  deliv- 
ers such  wheat  to  a  buyer  by  truck. 

(8)  "Country  shipper"  means  any 
person  who,  at  places  other  than  termi- 
nal markets,  is  engaged  in  the  business 
of  purchasing  wheat  directly  from  farm- 
ers and  storing  and  selling  the  same. 

(9)  "Producer"  means  any  person 
who,  at  the  time  of  harvest,  owns  or  has 
a  beneficial  interest  in  wheat.  The 
term  "producer"  includes  but  is  not  lim- 
ited to  a  landlord,  tenant,  sharecropper, 
owner  or  operator  of  the  land  from 
which  the  wheat  was  harvested,  or  as- 
signee or  mortgagee  of  the  crop. 


(10)  "Feeder"  means  any  person  who 
feeds  grain  or  mixed  feed  to  livestock  or 
poultry. 

(11)  "Grain  elevator"  means  any  ele- 
vation facility  for  receiving,  loading  or 
unloading  grain,  or  any  warehouse  or 
other  type  of  storage  structure,  or  any 
car  loading  or  barge  loading  facility, 
which  receives  grain  for  storage  or  for 
resale  or  other  disposition. 

<12)  "Distributor"  means  any  person, 
including  a  blender,  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness of  buying  and  selling  flour  on  his 
own  account,  except  retail  dealers  who 
customarily  handle  less  than  one  car- 
load per  month. 

(13)  "Miller"  means  any  person  en- 
gaged in  the  commercial  manufacture  of 
flour. 

(14)  "Mixed  feed  manufacturer" 
means  any  person  engaged  in  the  com- 
mercial manufacture  of  mixed  feed. 

(15)  "Food  manufacturer"  means  any 
person,  other  than  a  brewer  or  distiller, 
who  uses  wheat  or  flour  in  the  com- 
mercial manufacture  of  edible  products 
for  human  consumption,  and  includes 
but  is  not  limited  to,  bakers,  breakfast 
food  manufacturers,  and  manufacturers 
of  spaghetti,  macaroni,  and  similar  prod- 
ucts, excluding,  however,  any  food 
manufacturer  as  defined  above  who  cus- 
tomarily uses  less  than  one  carload  of 
wheat  or  flour,  as  the  case  may  be,  per 
month. 

(16)  "Inventory"  means  the  total 
quantity  of  wheat  or  flour  owned  by  any 
person,  whether  in  store  or  in  transit. 

(17)  "Director"  means  the  Director, 
Grain  Branch,  Production  and  Market- 
ing Administration,  serving  the  Wheat 
Loan  Program  area  in  which  the  offerirg 
person  is  located.  The  various  Wheat 
Loan  Program  areas  and  the  addresses 
of  the  Directors  serving  each  area  are 
as  follows:

(c)  Use  of  wheat  in  grain  mixtures. 
No  person  shall  use  wheat  in  any  form 
in  making  any  mixture  of  grains  for  sale 
as  an  ingredient  in  the  manufacture  of 
mixed  feed. 

(d>  Use  of  wheat  by  millers.  Except 
for  export  purposes  or  for  delivery  to 
the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation,  no 
miller  shall,  during  any  calendar  month, 
produce  flour  in  excess  of  the  following 
percentages  of  the  average  monthly 
quantity  of  flour  distributed  by  such 
miller  for  domestic  use  or  consumption 
during  1945:

(e)  Extraction  rate.  (1)  Except  as 
hereinafter  provided,  no  miller  shall  pro- 
duce any  flour  which  consists  of  less  than 
80  percent  by  weight  of  the  cleaned 
wheat  from  which  such  flour  is  produced. 

(2)  Flour  sold  and  covered  by  export

(i)  Wheat  delivered  for  the  account  of 
the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation; 

(ii)  Wheat  delivered  to  a  grain  eleva- 
tor owned  by  a  cooperative  organization, 


the  operations  of  which  are  confined  to 
the  storage  of  wheat  for  members  only. 

(3)  No  trucker  merchant  shall  deliver 
set  aside  type  wheat  to  a  grain  elevator 
for  storage  or  for  any  other  purpose  un- 
less, within  15  days  from  the  time  of  such 
delivery,  such  wheat  is  sold  to  such  eleva- 
tor or  to  another  elevator,  or  to  a  mer- 
chandiser, miller  or  other  processor. 

(4)  No  merchandiser,  miller  or  other 
processor,  and  no  owner  or  operator  of  a 
grain  elevator,  shall  purchase  or  accept 
delivery  or  wheat  unless  he  shall: 

(i)  Set  aside,  reserve  and  hold  for  de- 
livery to  the  Commodity  Credit  Corpora- 
tion not  less  than  one-half  of  all  set  aside 
type  wheat  purchased  by  him  from  pro- 
ducers or  trucker  merchants; 

(ii)  Deliver  to  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation,  in  the  form  of  either  wheat 
or  flour,  all  wheat  set  aside,  reserved  and 
held  under  paragraph  (g)  (4)  (i)  hereof, 
such  delivery  to  be  made  as  directed  by 
the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation. 

DELIVERIES  AND  USE  OF  WHEAT  MILL  FEEDS 
AND  FLOUR 

(h)  Prohibited  deliveries  of  wheat  mill 
feeds  and  flour.  No  miller  shall  sell  or 
deliver  wheat  mill  feeds  to  any  person 
except  feeders  and  persons  regularly  en- 
gaged in  the  business  of  manufacturing 
or  distributing  feed,  nor  flour  to  any  per- 
son other  than  one  regularly  engaged  in 
the  business  of  distributing  flour  or  proc- 
essing the  same  into  other  products,  or 
for  home  consumption  by  the  recipient 
thereof. 

(i)  Use  of  flour  in  mixed  feed.  No  per- 
son shall  use  flour  in  the  manufacture 
of  mixed  feed  unless  such  flour  is  unfit 
for  human  consumption. 

INVENTORIES 

(j)  Distributors'  flour  inventories.  No 
distributor  shall,  except  for  immediate 
resale  for  export,  accept  delivery  of  flour 
if,  after  such  acceptance,  his  inventory 
of  flour  will  exceed  a  30-day  supply  based 
upon  his  average  monthly  deliveries  of 
flour  during  the  six  preceding  calendar 
months. 

(k)  Food  manufacturers'  flour  inven- 
tories. No  food  manufacturer  shall  ac- 
cept delivery  of  flour  in  any  quantity  if. 
after  such  acceptance,  his  inventory  of 
flour  will  exceed  his  average  monthly  use 
of  flour  during  1945. 

(1)  Exemption  for  carload  lots.  Not- 
withstanding any  other  provision  of  this 
order,  any  person  whose  inventory  of 
flour  does  not  exceed  the  quantity  per- 
missible under  the  applicable  provision 
of  this  order,  may  accept  delivery  of  one 
carload  lot. 

OFFERS  OF  WHEAT   TO   COMMODITY  CREDIT 
CORPORATION 

(m)  Offers  of  excess  wheat.  All  ex- 
cess wheat  which  a  merchandiser  or 
country  shipper  has  on  hand  as  of  the 
close  of  market  each  week  shall  be  of- 
fered to  the  Director  before  noon  of  the 
following  Monday  for  sale  and  delivery 
to  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation. 
A  country  shipper  offering  such  wheat 
may  indicate  the  merchandiser  through 
whom  he  desires  the  transaction  to  be 
handled.  All  excess  wheat  so  offered 
which  has  not  been  accepted  within  two 
days  from  the  time  of  such  offer  shall 


be  considered  as  having  been  refused  by 
the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  but 
shall  remain  subject  to  all  other  provi- 
sions of  this  order  in  the  same  manner 
as  if  such  offer  had  not  been  made. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

(n)  Records  and  reports.  (1)  All  cer- 
tificates executed  under  this  order  as 
heretofore  in  effect  shall  be  retained  for 
at  least  two  years  and  shall,  upon  re- 
quest, be  submitted  to  the  Administrator 
for  examination.  All  statements  con- 
tained in  such  certificates  shall  be 
deemed  representations  to  an  agency  of 
the  United  States.

(o)  Transfers  between  branches  or  de- 
partments. The  transfer  of  wheat  or 
flour  between  units,  departments, 
branches,  plants,  or  companies  owned, 
controlled,  or  directed  by  the  same  per- 
son'but  engaged  in  separate  activities  as 
merchandisers,  trucker  merchants,  coun- 
try shippers,  millers,  distributors,  food 
manufacturers,  or  mixed  feed  manufac- 
turers, shall  constitute  delivery  and  ac- 
ceptance of  delivery  within  the  meaning 
of  this  order. 

ip>  Existing  contracts.  The  restric- 
tions of  this  order  shall  be  observed  with- 
out regard  to  existing  contracts  or  any 
rights  accrued  or  payments  made  there- 
under. 

(q)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Ad- 
ministrator shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audits  or  inspections  of  the  books,  records 
and  other  writings,  premises,  or  stocks 
of  wheat  and  flour  of  any  person,  and  to 
make  such  investigations  as  may  be 
necessary  or  appropriate,  in  his  discre- 
tion, to  the  enforcement  or  administra- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  this  order. 

(r)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  or  unreason- 
able hardship  on  him  may  file  a  petition 
for  relief  with  the  Order  Administra- 
tor. Petitions  shall  be  in  writing  and 
shall  set  forth  all  pertinent  facts  and 
the  nature  of  the  relief  sought.  The 
Order  Administrator  may  take  any  ac- 
tion with  reference  to  such  petition  which 
is  consistent  with  the  authority  dele- 
gated to  him  by  the  Administrator.  If 
the  petitioner  is  dissatisfied  with  the  ac- 
tion taken  by  the  Order  Administrator, 
he  may.  by  request  addressed  to  the 
Order  Administrator,  obtain  a  renew  of 
such  action  by  the  Administrator.

The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  powers 
vested  in  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
insofar  as  such  powers  relate  to  the  ad- 
ministration of  this  order,  are  hereby 
delegated  to  the  Administrator.  The  Ad-

United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Summary  to  WFO-144,  Am.  11. 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
today  took  action  which  (1)  authorizes 
a  further  increase  in  the  quantity  of  flour 
that  may  be  produced  by  millers  for  do- 
mestic distribution  beginning  July  1, 1946, 
but  (2)  will  require  millers  to  distribute 
up  to  5  percent  of  their  monthly  produc- 
tion as  directed  by  the  Administrator  of 
War  Food  Order  144,  and  (3)  will  restrict 
millers'  deliveries  of  flour  to  themselves 
as  food  manufacturers.

Deliveries  of  Green  Dot  Flour  to  the 
Army  in  1945  totaled  6,912,000  100-pound 
bags,  as  contrasted  with  domestic  distri- 
bution of  223,945,125  bags  in  that  year. 

The  permitted  July  grind  had  already 
been  increased  to  85  percent  of  the  1945 
monthly  average,  from  75  percent  in 
June.  The  addition  of  the  Green  Dot 
Flour  will  increase  the  total  permitted 
grind  about  2V2  percent.  Grindings  for 
export '  or  deliveries  to  Production  and 
Marketing  Administration  are  in  addi- 
tion to  these  amounts. 

Today's  amendment  also  provides  that 
up  to  5  percent  of  each  month's  per- 
mitted production  of  flour  for  domestic 
ccnsumption  be  delivered  to  persons  des- 
ignated by  the  Order  Administrator. 


This  is  designed  to  take  care  of  state  and 
federal  agencies,  off  shore  possessions 
and  territories  and  other  designated 
purchasers.  If  the  persons  to  whom  de- 
livery is  directed  fail  within  10  days  to 
furnish  shipping  instructions  to  the 
miller,  the  designated  quantity  may  be 
disposed  of  at  the  miller's  option. 

The  amendment  also  provides  that  no 
miller  during  any  calendar  month  shall 
deliver  to  himself  as  a  food  manufacturer 
a  quantity  of  flour  in  excess  of  the  per- 
centage of  his  total  domestic  flour  pro- 
duction so  delivered  during  the  corre- 
sponding calendar  month  of  1945.

Summary  to  WFO  144,  Amdt.  13. 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
today  issued  Amendment  No.  13  to  War 
Food  Order  144  to  enable  manufacturers 
of  mixed  feeds  to  shift  from  a  monthly 
to  a  quarterly  basis  in  the  permitted  use 
of  wheat  in  the  manufacture  of  mixed 
feed.  The  amendment  is  effective  July 
1.  1946. 

Heretofore  the  use  of  wheat  by  mixed 
feed  manufacturers  in  most  States  was 


restricted  in  each  calendar  month  to  60 
percent  of  their  average  monthly  use 
from  December  1,  1945,  to  January  31, 
1946.  In  the  amendment  issued  today 
the  use  of  wheat  is  restricted  in  each 
calendar  quarter  to  an  average  of  60  per- 
cent for  each  month  of  the  quarter  based 
on  the  average  monthly  quantity  used  in 
the  period  December  1,  1945,  to  January 
31,  1946. 

Restrictions  on  the  use  of  wheat  by 
mixed  feed  manufacturers  in  California, 
Idaho,  Nevada,  Oregon,  Utah,  Washing- 
ton and  in  parts  of  Montana  also  were 


put  on  a  quarterly  instead  of  the  monthly 
basis  used  heretofore.  In  this  area  the 
base  period  is  the  corresponding  quarter 
of  1945  and  the  restriction  is  that  wheat 
may  be  used  only  to  bring  the  manu- 
facturer's total  use  of  grain  during  any 
calendar  quarter  up  to  80  percent  of  the 
corresponding  quarter  of  1945.

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
today  announced  that  red  durum  wheat 
will  not  be  included  in  the  restrictions 
against  the  use  of  milling  quality  wheat 
in  the  manufacture  of  mixed  feed.

The 
Department  also  added  Arizona  and  New 
Mexico  to  the  list  of  States  where  mixed

the  quantity  of  grain  used  during  the 
corresponding  quarter  of  1945  in  the 
manufacture  of  mixed  feed.

Arizona  and  New  Mexico  have  been 
added  to  the  list  of  States  where  feed 
manufacturers  are  permitted  to  use  some 
milling  quality  wheat  in  the  manufacture 
of  mixed  feed  because  of  insufficient  sup- 
plies of  feed  grains  in  these  areas.
